It was his rule not to establish any
otber than temporary headquarters, and he
i« therefore known in almost every riale east
of the Rocky Mountains. His last offense was
committed in 1888 at New Orleans, where he
was caught passing connterfeil fractional car-
rency, such as was in eirenlation during the
wear, and sentenced to the Ohlo Penltentiary for
ten years.

Pete once said: *1 have not been such a bad
wmsan. My worst offense bas been to make a lot
of counterfeit mopey,” When acked what he
hiad dope that was especially good, be said: 1
suved two trains from being wrecked by
seoundrels, (ne was the Illinois Central Rail-
roud, near Olney, Tile. I was walking out home
early one morning when | saw three men ron
from the track. When | reached the place I
found they had spread the rails, snd 1 walked
back, gave the alarm, and thereby saved soveral
lives, The railroad company gave me 3 pass
on the road as long as 1 lived there.™

KO FAMINE IN IRELAND.

A Duoblin Man Says Only the Potato Crop
Has Partly Falled.

William MacKeozie, a Dublin iron man, is at
the Duquesne. He is a friend of Henry Hart-
man, ot Beaver Falls, and spent yesterday with
him. Mr. MacKenzie owns lands in the North-
wost in this country, but he is not a land owner
in Ireland. He says he left Irelana about three
weeks ago. Bpeaking of the crops, he sald:
“There is no prospect of a famine in my coun-
try. The potato crop in places has failed. I
suppose it will be a bhalf crop, taking the aver-
sge, but the grain and green produocts
baven't been better for years. Indeed, the
erops in Ireland this season are ahead
of the English and Scotch, Ireland is also »
great mutr{ for cattle that are raised for the
English markeis, and the small farmers have
been getting good for them. In those
places where tue land is poor, badly cultivated,
and the potato seed is not changed, there may
be fallure and some consequent pinching, but
nobody will want for food. I think the Irish
ought to be satisfied.
